The proceedings against 
Schoolfield, 53, were touched 
off during testimony before 
the Senate rackets commit- 
tee in Washington last year. 
Witnesses said the jurist 
accepted bribes to quash 
charges against members of 
the Teamsters union accused 
of criminal conduct 
Gov. Frank Clement ordered 
the special session last week. 
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SCHOOLFIELD has denied 
the charges against him and 
has said that those who accusp 
him “had better* be sure they 
know where the : body is 
buried.” 

The House voted 81-10 Tues- 
day to deny Schoolfield’s re- 
quest that he be allowed to 
present his side of the case.

SCHOOLFIELD listened 
from the balcony during the 
opening session as Norman 
read the report, which includ- 
ed the statement:

Schoolfield has been re- 
primanded by the State Su- 
preme Court and held in 
contempt of the very court 
over which he presides. 

An ardent segregationist, he 
is a powerful political figure 
in Chattanooga. 


, “In nearly 2,000 criminal", 
charges involving murders, 
rapes, robberies, burglaries 
and , a ^ tyP es and kinds of 
criminal offenses, he has en- 
tered orders retiring these 
cases.’* 

The report also charged that 
the jurist had a “close asso- 
ciation with law violators, 
gamblers and racketeers.”
